It Is 
regrettably true, however, that a targe percentage of the taxpayers give little 
thought or study to the subject except to give voice to criticism and com- 
plaints when paying their tax bills, The men and women’who pay the taxes 
should be more keenly interested in the whole subject of taxation than are 
members of Government whose duty it is to impose, collect and then admin- 
ister those taxes.

.Every citizen should make it his or her business to learn adeeb they 
possibly can about this subject. They should study the form of taxation im- 
posed on them; the scope of it; how the taxes are collected, whether economi- 
cally or otherwise; whether unnecessary duplication in imposition and -col- 
lection exist; and, finally, to what extent each particular form of taxation 
places a handftap on business, industry and national development. In a 
word, each citizen should endeavor to find out whether~our systems and 
methods of taxation are serving their avowed object, or are really operating 
sq as to limit the ability of the people to pay taxes, 

According to newspaper reports suggestions for simplifying the imposi- 
tion and collection of certain taxes have been advanced by Provincial repre- 
sentatives at the Ottawa conference, but these do not seem to meet with much 
favor by the Pederal authorities. Under the British North America Act, the 
Provinees are. limited to the imposition of direct taxes, and prior to the war 


" . the Federal Government refrained, for example, from imposing a tax on In- 


epmes. But the stress of war finance forced the adoption of a Dominion In- 
come Tax. In some Provinces there are now three taxes levied on Incomes, 


Federal, Provincial and Municipal. 


In other Provinces there is either a 


Provincial or a Municipal Income Tax as well as the Dominion tax. It is 
contended, therefore, that if the Dominion is by force of necessity compelled 
to maintain its Income Tax, it should make itself responsible for the collec- 
tion of the whole of the taxes on Income and rebate a stated percentage to 
the Provinces, thus doing away with much duplication and expense in collec- 


tion. 


This seems a sensible and ecenomical: proposal and one which undoubt- 
edly would appenl as businesslike to a majority of the people. But Govern- 
ments are notoriously reluctant to collect taxes for other Governments, and 
rather than do so the people are forced to put up with and pay for much 
otherwise unnecessary duplication. . It is time the people made their voice 
heard in the matter. If is their money that is at stake. 

The Finance Minister at Ottawa should give heed to the representations ‘of 
the Provinces, and careful consideration to the views set forth in the memor- 
andum submitted by Proyincial Treasurer Black, of Manitoba. Provincial 
policies and services do not impose additional expenditures on the Federal 
Government, but many Federal policies do compel larger expenditures by the 
Provinces without any compensating increase in Provincial revenues. For 
exumple, immigration expenditures by Ottawa miean additional population, 
and additional population results in increased Federal revenues through Cus- 
toms, Excise, Post Office, etc. etc, But to the Provinces increased popula- 
tion means larger expenditures for roads, bridges, ferries, schools, administra- 
tion of justice, etc., ete., with only a paltry return by reason of the per capita 


allowance from Ottawa. 


The Dominion Government, too, ‘has the whole field of taxation, direct 
and indirect, open to it.- Its power to levy taxation is, therefore, elastic. 
But the power of the Provinces is limited. The Provincial requirements and 
expenditures are increasing without any corresponding increase in reyenue. 


Not only is such a situation impossible for the Provinces and municipalities, | 


but, as Mr, Black points out, it must in the long run adversely affect the whole 
Dominion because neither Dominion policies or finance can be maintained in 
@ healthy state if the Provinces and municipalilics are financially embarrassed, 

The whole subject of taxation in Canada requires careful study and wise 
overhauling, and in this work the interests of the taxpaygr rather than of 
Governmental bodies elected to represent the taxpayer should receive first 


consideration.

Addressing oa meeting of American 


scientists at. Columbia University, 
Prof, E C. C. Baly, senior professor 
of chemisiry .in the University ot} 


Liverpool, told of his success in mak- 
inig sugar by a process similar to that 
employed by the green leaves ot 
plants. 

He told that he had duplicated na- 
ture by making formaldehyde from 
earbon dioxide and water, and from 
this formaldehyde, with the aid ot 
ultra violet light, he produced sugar. 

For centuries men have watched liv- 
ing plants prepare sugar from the car- 
bonic acid of the air and the water of 
the soil by the aid of sunlight. The 
wonder at this transformation was 
only increased when chemists showed 
that sugar consisted of-nothing but 
ordinary black carbon and water. But 
in this case it was a long step between 
the analysis of sugar and its synthe- 
sis, and it is only now that’ their ef- 
forts are beginniig to bear fruit. 

Prof. Baly’s discovery is sald to 
rank with the great modern achieve- 
ments of chemistry. It may be the 
beginuing of developments which may 
result in the mianufacture of the) 
world’s food supply, should the in-

For Drying Grain 
“ Invetttion May Help Farmers In Eng- 
; land In Damp Weather 

An invention is being tried by the In- 
stitute of Agricultural Engineers at 
Oxford University, which, if develop- 
ed, will remove one of the chief causes 
for grumbling on .the part of British 
farmers and revolutionize ait har- 
vesting methods. 

The invention is a new process for 
drying farm crops, a very necessary 
thing in the damp. English climate. 
The plan is to cut the crop and 
make it into circular stacks of from 
10 to 20 tons weight around a hollow 
central chamber. Heated air will 

' then be blown over it by powerful 

- fans. Haystacks have been dried by 
this means in ten hours without fer- 
mentation. 


Increase In Agriculture 


Acreage Under Cultivation In 1924 
Exceeds Previous Year 

It is estimated by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics that more than 
56,000,000 acres were devoted to field 
crops in Canada in 1924, as compared 
with 65,310,092 acres in 1923, Wheat 
occupted 22,504,658 ucres, a decrease 
of 167,206 acres from last year. There 
were 14,480,568 acres of oats sown, a 
slight increase over last year. 

The number of horses in Canada in- 
creased in 1924 by over 100,000, there 
being 3,546,233 horses classed as farm 
livestock. .The. cattle population of 
Canada (exclusive of British Colum- 
bia) is 9,198,714.

More Illiteracy In Rural Than In 
Urban Districts in Canada 
Illiteracy is steadily declining 


‘| throughout the Dominion, according to 


information compiled by the Dominion 
Bureau of Statistics: This improve- 
ment in the educational status.of the 
population five years of age and over, 
during the last 20 years, is indicated 
by the decrease in the percentage of 
iliterates: from decade to decade. In 
the last census, for the total popula- 
tion five years of age and over, 9.25 
per cent, were reported as being un- 
able to “read and write,” as compar- 
ed with 10.50 per cent, in 1911 and 
14.88 per cent..in 1901. 

The effect of residence in rural and 
urban localities on the educational 
standing of the population is indicat- 
ed by the fact that 6.48 per cent. of 
Canada’s rural population, ten years 
of age and over, are illiterate, as com- 
pared with 2.66 per cent. in urban 
centres.
